Nguyen teaches maintaining a traffic shaping requirement in the presence of collisions between requests from the transmission elements 
for each of one or more of the time slots, through the use of a linking of colliding transmission elements (col. 4, lines 39-60). Delp teaches 
moving at least once entry from a first location within the at least one time slot table to a second location within the at least one time slot 
table (col. 6, lines 48-62). It would have been obvious to one skilled in the art to include Delp's method of moving an entry from one 
location to another location, in the time slot table, in order to arbitrate competing requests and provide a fair and oderly system (col. 7, 
lines 53-62). Therefore, the rejection has been maintained. 
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
